It was also pointed out that, just 
as there were provincial manufac- 
turers who did not wish to partici- 
pate in a London exhibition, there 
were also provincial buyers who 
would prefer to do their business at 
a provincial centre 

The Northern Association te- 
called that before the war an 
autumn Manchester Exhibition was 
a normal feature of the trade, and 
one to which they should now re- 
turn under B.F.M. auspices 

If such a provincial exhibition 
were restricted to local manufac 
turers it could be held without im- 
pairing the value or success of the 
Earls Court show, since it would be 
supported by members who would 
not, in any event, exhibit at Earls 
Court. 

3efore reaching a decision on the 
main question, General Council 
agreed a recommendation from the 
Standing Committee on Exhibitions 
that if it should be decided to 
organise a second B.F.M. Exhibition 
in any given year, entry to such an 
exhibition should be open to anv 
member wishing to take part and 
should not be restricted to firms in 
the area in which the exhibition was 
to take place, on the grounds that 
to debar “national” manufacturers 
from any provincial exhibition 
would impose a barrier between 
them and their provincial customers 

This left the way open for dis 
cussion to continue on the Northern 
Association’s resolution on the 
understanding that any provincial 
exhibition would attract exhibitors 
from all parts of the country 

This led opponents of the reso- 

lution to argue that in these cir- 
cumstances the addition of a pro- 
vincial exhibition to the B.F.M. 
programme would detract from 
the success of the Earls Court 
show and would also involve in 
unjustifiably high selling expenses 
the many firms who would feel it 
necessary to exhibit at both 
centres.

Mr. M. R. Lewis put forward the 
view that the only solution was a 
sales tax on goods as they were 
sold. This was being done 
and it seemed to work very 
fully indeed 

Mr. Howe said they 
for the abolition of tax 
and not compromise 

Bailie George Roberts agreed that 
they should do something to recover 
tax when it was taken off 

Mr. W. Kyle, secretary -of the 
Scottish Furniture Manufacturers’ 
Association, was of the opinion that 
they should not ask for the abolition 
of purchase tax and the imposition 
of a sales tax. The position would 
be absolutely chaotic if any Govern 
ment abolished purchase tax and 
imposed a sales tax 

“If a sales tax is imposed,” he 
declared, “the number of officials 
might increase one hundredfold.” 

The Federation had put forward 

a just and practical scheme and he 

suggested they should get the sup- 

port of N.A.R.F. 

Mr. D. W. Edwards, secretary of 
N.A.R.F., said that national trade 
organisations had been collaborat 
ing in this question of purchase tax 
since 1946 and several schemes had 
been put up but the Customs and 
Excise had always found objections 

The Convention then adjourned 
for lunch.

similar Utility articles.”

Better-Value Furniture for Public 
If Controls Were Removed 


HE subject of “Is Price Control 
of Furniture Still Necessary? 
was introduced by Mr. W. W. Howe 
who said that, surely, the purpose 
of furniture price control was to 
ensure that the public got the best 
possible value. In the present cir- 
cumstances, the public was not get- 
ting the best value 


“They are probably getting the 
cheapest article which can be pro- 
duced within the ceiling limit,” 
declared Mr. Howe. “If a manu- 
facturer was not controlled he 
would produce furniture which 


would be of better value and 

retailers would be able to pass 

that better value on to the public, 

“In upholstery, I would hate to 
sell to any friend of mine an uphol- 
stered suite for £50 and then to see 
what it looked like in a few years" 
time,” Mr. Howe said. 

If they had to have price limits, 
then they ought to have at least 
four sets of limits which would en- 
able the reputable manufacturer to 
produce articles within the U. range 
which would be very good value for 
money

“It is the duty of the retailer to 
educate the public in good taste,” 
said Mr. Neill “How can he do 
this when the public insist on a 
certain branded article ?” 

Mr. William Johnstone asserted 
that Scottish manufacturers were in 
favour of brandin If a man put 
his name to a piece of furniture he 
would make a better job of it. It

Mr. W. Johnston II asked if there 
were many retailers who would wish 
to sell furniture to the public with 
out putting their name to it. 

Mr. W. I. Malcolm said that while 
the manufacturer was known to the 
retailer, it was the retailer who was 
known to the public so that it was 
his name that should be put on 

Mr. Chalmers Brown felt that 
branding had not helped the large 
stockists but had helped those with 
small stocks. 

Mr. Mayhew said that it was a 
much broader issue than had been 
realised. 

“I have a strong feeling,” he 
said, “that in this wish of the 
manufacturer to brand his goods 
is a desire to eliminate the retailer. 
There are on foot at the moment 
schemes which look innocuous but 
which might result in our discom- 
fort. I have no objection to any 
manufacturer putting his name on 
goods I buy because I shall im- 
mediately take it off.” 

Mr. Mayhew added that ther 
was plenty of evidence of goods 
which were nationally advertised 
and which bore the brand of the 
manufacturer and which would not 
bear the scrutiny of any experienced 
person so far as quality was con- 
cerned. 


“Brand Means Nothing” 


“Tf the retailer is doing his duty 
to the public he will select his goods 
in great variety from various manu- 
facturers,” Mr. Mayhew declared 
“From the public’s point of view, 
I do not think the bearing of a 
brand is any indication to them and 
it is not desirable.” 

The last item dealt with by the 
Convention was “Need for Con 
sultation by Government Depart- 
ments before Regulations are intro 
duced.” 

The first speaker was Mr. Find 
later who said that if matters of 
great importance to the trade were 
settled without the trade being con- 
sulted, they should take steps not 
to carry out instructions and to 
draw attention to the fact that they 
existed. 

After a discussion the question of 
the new increase in tax on petrol 
was raised and a telegram of pro- 
test was sent to the Government.

Costs Must be Watched 


NAA ORE than a hundred people 

were present at the Conven- 
tion dinner of the Scottish House 
Furnishers’ Federation at the 
Hydro Hotel, Dunblane, last Fri- 
day. The principal guest was Mr. 
R. A. Maclean, C.A., chairman of 
the Scottish Council of Industrial 
Design, who proposed the toast of 
“the Scottish House Furnishing 
Industry.” 


R. MACLEAN that pur 
A chase tax was a fiscal weapon, 
the power and danger of which was 
not fully realised.

“My own company will illustrate 
what I mean,” Mr. Maclean said 
“We consider ourselves to be 
reasonably profitable and the divi 
dend we declared to our share 
holders was 2d. in the £; purchase 
tax amounted to 7s. in the £.” 

Purchase tax, apart from affect- 
ing the stock values of the retail 
trade, was so large a factor that it 
played havoc with the manufactur- 
ing side of the industry. 

Mr. Maclean added that the 
distributive trade must watch most 
carefully a tendency in some 
quarters to criticise distribution 
costs as being too high. He he-

Last Friday there appeared an 
article in which the writer 
described how he would slash the 
cost of living. Two of his ideas 
were : 

Two shillings a yard could 
be slashed from the price of 
many kinds of linoleum; and 

Iwenty-five per cent could 
be cut from ai// furniture 
prices. 
rhe lack of elementary know- 

ledge of the trade shown by the 
writer is too obvious to need much 
emphasis. He is even unaware 
that 90 per cent of furniture sold 
to-day is Utility, on which the 
retailer gets only 25 per cent of 
the final price. The suggestion 
that all furniture prices could be 
cut by 25 per cent is therefore 
(let us be calm) a little odd. 
*%* The writer goes on to give 
some examples of shocking over- 
charging by retailers. First prize 
must go to this: 

“A furniture trade shop 
showed a non-Utility dresser, 
priced £10 18s. 6d. plus tax 

. . figures show that the dres- 
ser was bought from a furni- 
ture wholesaler at £5 8s. Od., 
and the furniture wholesaler 
bought it from the manufac- 
turer at £2 19s. Od.” 

Perhaps the manufacturer who 
produces a non-Utility dresser at 
£2 19s. Od. would care to let us 
see it? 

%%* ‘It is good to know that 
this “exposure” story was im- 
mediately taken up by Mr. JOHN 
RAMAGE, Director of N.A.R.PF. 
He pointed out in a letter to the 
Editor of this picture paper that 
the article was “ riddled with in- 
accuracy,” that most of the goods 
mentioned in it were Utility and 
subject to close price-control by 
the Board of Trade. But this 
letter has so far not been pub- 
lished. In addition, a vigorous 
and more lengthy letter was writ- 
ten to the Editor protesting at the 
“gross misrepresentations ” con- 
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tained in the article. 

That was very right and pro- 
per on the part of N.A.R.F. But 
we doubt if it-will do any good, 
for this national newspaper has 
considered for a long time that 
the furniture trade is the perfect 
target for sensational “ dis- 
closures” with which it feeds its 
readership. And it will probably 
go on doing so. 


%&x* So our trade, which is 
working so hard to retain, and 
deserve, the goodwill of the pub- 
lic, must be prepared for much of 
that work to be undone by un- 
informed sensationalism of this 
kind.

Stop, Says N.A.R.F. Director 


Mk JOHN RAMAGE, director of 
the National Association of 
Furnishers, in a pre-Budget 
“The Tasks Confronting 
Retail Furnishers” at the annual 
meeting of the Eastern Counties 
Area Council last week, said that 
the abolition of purchase tax on fur- 
niture would cause only a small loss 
of revenue and would renew the 
vigour of the furniture trade as a 
whole. 

The time was approaching when 
the steady rise in turnover would 
come to a stop. The Economic Sur- 
vey predicted greater supplies of 
goods and only a small addition to 
the purchasing power to buy them; 
the inevitable break in prices would 
come unless, of course, they had a 
complete “thaw” of the wage- 
freeze and runaway inflation 

The task of N.A.R.F. was not only 
to bombard government depart- 
ments to advance and defend retail 
interests, but to represent also the 
retail point of view to organised 
bodies of manufacturers and whole- 
salers of furniture, floorcoverings 
and furnishing fabrics and to see 
that points of divergence were re- 


Carpet Price 
Order Did Not 


Raise Supplies 


HE increased prices given to car- 
pet manufacturers by Carpet 
Order, S.I. 1950, No. 97, had not led 
to any marked increase in deliveries 
to the wholesaler, but this was not 
unexpected in view of the substan- 
tial increase in the prices of raw 
materials, which in many cases made 
the present ceiling prices out of 
date, said Mr. J. R. Crouch, chair- 
man of the Wholesale Floorcover- 
ing Distributors’ Association at the 
annual general meeting last week 

The position of imported carpets 
had changed since the last annual 
general meeting. The inclusion of 
carpets under the “Open General 
Licence” had led to increased sup- 
plies from soft currency countries, 
but the principal European source 
of supply, namely, Belgium, was still 
under quota. 

The revised Imported Carpets 
Order was welcome, as this allowed 
more freedom to wholesalers in 
their buying. The W.F.D.A. had 
protested very strongly about the 
terms of the original Order, S.I. 191, 
where it affected Indian carpets.

Priced ‘U’ Goods’’—Roberts’ Chief 


"TINHE belief that the increased 
prices of Utility range godds as 
the result of the higher cost of raw 
materials arising from devaluation 
will be accepted by consumers as a 
“regrettable necessity” was ex- 
pressed last week by the chairman 
f J. R. Roberts’ Stores, Mr. A

the war, the public had become 
iccustomed to buying articles of 
better quality than before, and he 
thought that, to a considerable ex 
tent, this preference would continue 
If the supply of Utility goods was 
sufficient for retailers’ needs, turn 
wer could be maintained and a 
satisfactory profit secured, provided 
the permitted margins allowed by 
the Board of Trade were adequate 


In the case of non-Utility goods, 
the position was altogether different 

Consumer resistance to prices in 
this range which included purchase 
tax had made itself felt with in- 
creasing force and turnover would 
probably be maintained only at the 
expense of smaller profit margins. 

The Utility scheme was intro 
duced as a war measure to safe 
guard standards of quality of essen 
tial clothing and other household 
goods and to ensure availability of 
supplies at reasonable fixed prices 
in sufficient quantity to meet the 
demand. 

Had not the emergency passed for 
such a measure? And would it not 
be better to abolish the classification 
of Utility and non-Utility, and with 
it the purchase tax, substituting 
therefor a small uniform sales tax ?
